NEWSPAPER! 
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THE SENATE AND 
JUDGE WILKERSON 


It is unfortunate that the senate has 


not given speedy approval to the nom- 
ination of Judge James H. Wilkerson. 
to the United States circuit court. 
Judge Wilkerson it was who, in coop- 
eration with federal investigators, ac- 
complished in a comparatively short 
time what the state and municipal 
Courts of Illinois had been unable to 
do in years. It was in his court that 
justice was meted out to gang leaders 
•who had so long defied the law. 


Judge Wilkerson became known as 


the nemesis of gangsters who consid- 
ered themselves as above the law and 
his nomination to the higher court was 
made not only in appreciation of his 
ability and his services for law and or- 
der but because his appointment would 
stand as a warning to the underworld. 


It was unfortunate also, that when 


Sis name came before the senate sub 
judiciary committee there should take 
place one of the longest and most bit- 
ter fights on record over a judicial ap- 
pointment. His final approval in com- 
mittee came only by a three to two 
vote, while his fate in the senate is 
still problematical. 


Certain decisions made several years 


ago involving application of the 
in- 


junction in labor disputes antagonized 
labor organizations, but these deci- 
sions were made according to his in- 
terpretation of the law at that time, 
which law has since been amended. 


Unfortunately, in the consideration 


of his appointment, these labor deci- 
sions introduced the element of politics 
in a year when senatorial politicians 
were afraid of losing labor votes. In 
spite of the issues involved and the 
solemn warning of Chicago's best citi- 
zens, the case has appeared in many 
minds as a neck-and-neck race be- 
tween Judge Wilkerson and Al Ca- 
-pone. 


As the case now stands, any sharp 


warning that his appointment might 
have had for gangland has been dulled 
by the controversies which followed 
his nomination and the delay in senate 
action. Gang leaders are not likely to 
be greatly disturbed by this tardy and 
extremely reluctant approval of one of 
its most implacable foes, unless the 
senate should take prompt and favor- 
able action for his confirmation. 


PEACE AND WAR 


Tucked away in an obscure position, 


a brief cable dispatch the other day 
told how a Japanese troop train was 
wrecked near Harbin, Manchuria, and 
added that Japanese officers .on the 
spot believed that the wreck had been 
caused by Russian partisans. 


Apparent!}- this news item has drift- 


ed on down the stream of time and 
v.-il! be heard from no more; but some 
da}- a seemingly unimportant little 
story like that may land on the front 
page in black-face type, to acquaint 
us with the fact that Japan and Rus- 
sia are to go to war. 


For that is the kind of situation that 


now exists in the Far East; tense, 
strained, capable of bursting into flame 
at any moment 
from the smallest 


spark. This business of the wrecked 
troop train might have done it. If the 
world has bad luck, some incident of 
no more intrinsic imtjortar.ee will. 


Vv ars have a way of beginning- over 


minor iars of that kind. It may seem 


•^ absurd to think of Russia and Japan 


living at one another because a rail- 
way train v.ent into a ditch; but all 
the great nations of the earth went in- 
to a death grapple in 1914 because a 
half-baked student killed an Austrian 
prince, and the American Civil 
"War 


got under way becatsse the federal 
government tried to send supplies to a 
fort on the South Carolina coast. 


The point to all of this is that wars 


never come suddenly. Through many 
years they build themselves up. Their 
causes are piled up like some tremen- 
dously powerful but relatively inert 
explosive, which can be set off by the 
efiftcussion of a tiny fulminate of mer- 


.cWy'ifcronaror. ~ A pistol" "Shot or a - 
train wreck can be that detonator. 


Work for peace, then, if it is to do 


any good, must begin long before the 
crucial moment of accident arrives. It 
must begin when there seems to-be no 
danger of wa/. If—to be plain about it 
—a terrible war in the Orient is to be 
averted, the great powers must at once 
work for peace a lot harder than they 
have yet shown any signs of doing. 


A NEW DONHAM PLAN

dean of the Harvard school o£ 


business administration, published a 
widely read book entitled

Adrift." The book created comment 
among economists and students of 
social philosophy and received such 
serious consideration that the proposi- 
tions which he discussed came to be 
known as the ''Donham Plan."

Supplementing his earlier analytical 


study of our capitalistic troubles, he 
now presents in his latest book, "Busi- j 
ness Looks at the Unforeseen." a deii- j 
nite plan which is worthy of considera- 
tion. 


He proposes a central agency to act 


as an economic general staff to advise 
government and business on economic 
and financial problems as a means of 
avoiding or mitigating depression. 


This economic general staff 
would 


essentially be a thinking agency with 
no executive control and consisting or 
representatives of government, of busi- 
ness and of labor. It would include a 
business research and interpretative 
division constantly studying business 
problems. Its most important function, 
says Mr. Donham, would be "to study 
the principal shocks to which society- 
is subject and to recommend elastic in- 
stitutions or programs which will meet 
these shocks as nearly automatically 
and with as little delay as possible 
whenever they occur from any series 
of causes.'' 


So many -\arfeci theories and plans 


are being presented for working out 
the multifarious problems of our eco- 
nomic ills as to constitute a hodge- 
podge of economic and 
political 


thought that defies intelligent coordi- 
nation and planning for meeting the 
industrial and economic storms which 
threaten us from time to time. 


If it does nothing else, Mr. Don- 


ham's book should stimulate the mind 
of the American business man to con- 
structive thinking on the great prob- 
lems which are today confronting cap- 
italism.
